He has had verj-- little schooling but can 
write his name. In Jamiary 1941 he moved to 1524 Brcok Road to a house 
occupied by other members of the same faith as he, where he lived 8 months 
and mved to 618 North 28th Street. He contemplated moving back to 1524 
Brook Road, but he returned and was unable to get along with the occupants 
and again moved on December 4* 1941 to 620 North 27th Street, His fa m i l y 
dees not live ^/ith hLr^ as they ai’e u/iabie to get along but did share his room 
at 1524 Brook Road for several vjeeks during the surumer of 1941.

It was further asoer- 
tained that he had a following of approximately 1500 mesibers located in 
fifty-four active chapters throughout the United States. The details oonoern- 
ing the various chapters are contained in Chicago file 61-293. Subject 
required the secretary of each chapter to submit a financial report. He 
stated that the Internal Revenue Department was requiring him to file an 
Income tax ret\im from his organisation, which is a religious coi^oratioo 
under the state laws of Illinois. . The Object also required that each 
chapter report any &nd all members working in defense plants, those buying 
war bonds and stamps and those sex'vlng in the armed forces, alMig with their 
addresses. The exact purpose of the statistics was not divulged. 3b

investigating the Moorish Science Tesple. He said that he had been informed 
that certain members within the or^uilsation acted ae informants for the 
PHI. Ho openly asked all members present if they were acting in suoh 
capacity and, if so. If they wotad please apprise him of the fact. Mo msirfwr 
responded to his request, however, fie advised the members that they had 
nothing to fear from the FBI If they obeyed the laws of the Government. •- 
He also told the members present that now was the time for Negroes to better 
themselves financiaily and socially by getting jobs in defense plants. 

Two organizations striving to foster racial pride have attracted numbers 
of Chicago Negroes from time to time. These are the Moorish American 
Science Temple and th^ vjiation of Islam, ordinarily referred to as "cults." 
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Easontially tbey are religious bodies, opposing the Christian faith. 

Henbers of the Moorish Insrioaa Science Tsi^le insist that they are not 
Megroes and aroid the use of the word or of "black* when referring to theoa- . 
selTes, naintalning that they are really Moors and that their skin is 
*olive>faued." (to the other hand, tiw Islasdtes not only call thenselTSS 
Hegroes but are proud of the nane, contending tlvt the Negro is "the 
original nan.* Neither endorses the *fiaok to ifrioa* Morenent. 

In 1925 a small Negro wearing a flaming red fez similar to thcmewom by 
Turks appeared in ei^}ty lots and on street corners of Cjiicago's South Side 
£0 proclaim a startling new doctrine. He wae Noble^brewif^li, bom Timothy 
in North Carolina, prophet of Islam, and founur of'ibe Moorish 
'American Science Te^ile. little is known of Drew All*s early history. 

He is reputed to have been an expressman in Newark, New Jersey, where he is 
said to have founded the first Moorish American Science Tenple as early as 
1913. There is also some evidence to indicate that he had established 
branches of his cult in Pittsburgh and Detroit before he came to Chicago. 

Drew's main contention was that the people commonly known in America as 
Negroes sre of Moorish descent and thus Asiatics. Act six of his *Divine 
Constitution and Sy-Lavs* reads: 

*Wlth us all members must declare their 
nationally and their Divine Creed that 
tiiey may know Uiat they are a part and 
partial (sic) of this said government 
and that they are not Negroes, Colored 
Tblks, Black People or Ethiopians, beoause 
these names were given to slaves, by slave 
holders in 1779 and lasted until 1665 dur- 
ing the time of slavery, but this is a new 
era of time now, and all men must proclaim 
their fi:ee national name to be recognised 
by the government in which they live and 
the nations of the earth, this is the reason 
why Allah the Great Qod of the universe or- 
dained Noble Drew All, the pro^^et, to re- 
deem hie people firom their sinful ways. The 
Moorish Americans are the descendants of the - 

relent Moabites who inhabited the North 
TTestem and South Western shores of Africa, 

Prophet Nobel Drew All did not iinnedlately rally many disciples to his banner, 
the Moorish star and crescent on a field of red. But he persisted, and at 
length was able to set up permanent headquarters. Though semi-literate, 

i 
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he possessed an eloquent tongue, a persuasive asiiner, and a native shrewd- 
ness which enabled h^^» to sway the poor and unlettered people who listened 
to hiJB. Most of them remembered the race riots of 1919; all of them had 
e^rienced discrimination and other wrongs. Itrew All was offering them 
pride of race and dignity* In 1927 a successful convention encouraged 
Drew Ali to expend his proselytising actlvitlss to other cities • It is 
diffioult to ascertain Just how maty teiq>les resulted, but those in 
Pittsburgh; Detroit; Charleston, West Virginia; Dansing, Michigan; end 
Youngstown, Ohio are fairly well authenticated. 

Drew All had written and published his "Koran," a slim pamphlet consisting 
of a curious mixture of the Mohammedan holy book of the same name, the 
Christian Bible and anecdotes of the lift of Jeaua<^the whole bou^ togetlur 
TTith the Prophet's own pronouncements and interpretations. The Prophet 
began to do a profitable business in various nostrums and ^arms be had 
concocted, among them Old Moorish Healing Oil, Moorish Purifier Bath CoD^>oand 
and Moorish Herb Tea for Human Ailments. 

More and more "Asiatics" flocked to the star and crescent standard. They 
flaunted their feszes on the street and treated the white man with undisguised 
contempt. The prophet announced that each devout Moorish American must carry 
a card bearing his credentials and his real (or Asiatic) name, signed by the 
Prophet with his seal. Often enough "slave* nanes were transformed into 
"real" ones by the sin^jle addition of "El" or "Bey," these being titles sig- 
nifying Moorish dignity. The membership card and button, when displayed to 
Europeans, would convince them that the bearer was enlightened and a member 
of an organization to be feared and respected. 

TO the prophet this theory of new-found Independence had been a more or less 
purely ethical or theoretical point, and he had not reckoned on its practical 
effect among his zealous followers. Alarming reports of street brawls, 
threats, insults, and minor violence centering around Moorish Americans ware 
brought to hie notice. Members were accosting the white eneny on the streets, 
showing their membership cards and buttons, and proclaiming in the name of 
their Prophet, Noble Drew All, that they had been freed of European domination 

Recalling the downfall of the militant Abyssinians and contemplating the 
current difficulties of the Garvey movement. Drew Ali issued this ukase t 


"I hereby warn all Moors that they must cease 
from all radioed, or agitating speeches while 
on their Jobs, or in their homes, or on the 
streets. Stop flashing your cards before 
Europeans as this only causes confusion. We 
did not come to cause confusion; our work is 
to uplift the nation." 
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Drew 111*8 leadership was soon oonteeted. In 1929 be becaae eabroiled in 
a quarrel with CIAUDE OREENE» politiolan and foarwr butler of JULIUS 
ROSENWAUD» who previoualy had Joined the tenple. One day Drew arrived at 
his offiee to find that (BEENE had nowed all the furniture outside and 
declared hiJDself Grand Sheik, i eiTll war ensued, each faction anliatiag. 
support from tenples in other cities. QREENE was shot and stabbed to 
dea-Ui in his offices at the Unity Club on the night of Mardi 15, 1929* 

Drew All, arrested as he sat with his wife and group of foUowars cele- 
brating (authorities charged) the Border of his rival, was defended by 
Attorneys AARGH^^AJME and WILLIAM LlWwSON, temple Besbers who later gained 
political prcailhence. The prophet, ftroB prison issued a nessage to his 
flock} 

"To the Heads of all Tesqtles, lelani 

"I, your Prophet, do hereby and now write 
you a letter as a warning and appeal to 
your good judgment for the present and 
the future. Though I am now in custody 
for you and the cause, it Is all right 
and it is well for all who still believe 
in me and ny father, Qod. I have re- 
deemed all of you and you shall be saved, 
all of you, even with me. I go to bat 
Monday, May 20, before the Qrand Jury. 

If you are with ae, be there. Hold on 
and keep faith, and great shall be your 
reward. Remember ay laws and love ye 
one another. Prefer not a stranger to 
your brother. Love and truth and ay 
peace I leave all. 

"Peace troa 

Tour prophet 
Noble Drew Ali." 

This proved to be Drew All's final official proclamation. Released on 
bond, he died under nysterious circumstances a few weeks later. One 
theory is that he succvmbed to injuries inflicted by the police during 
his Imprisonment, another is that he was set upon by partisans of (BEENE 
after his release and beaten so severely that he never recovered. 

After Brew All's death Attorney AiRCN PAINE attempted unsuccessfully to 
hold the group together. Each among several of the prophet's disci^a 
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ftnnouiiQed tha4 he alone me the rightful inheritor of Itrenr ^ « b . l ^f^gr» Mp» 
STSVS^eil^ONSiEL (forMrljr the Prophet's ehauffesr) and jjUtpOHHSQimSEI.... 

(who faad^en'Uj^rted from Pittsburgh to assist in quelling the <2iEEHE 
revolt) each nalntained that the dead leadens spirit had entered his body, 
JOHNSON, a ean of action, invaded the office of UEAIT EL, anotho: aspirant^ 
and demanded recognition as Grand Sbeiic. MEILT EL demurred and reoeived a 
terrific mauling. JOHNSON then dispatched his henchmen to kidnap KIRKiaJI 
BET, who clainsd possession of Drew All's last will and testament. 

XIREUAN's wife, secretly eormislng that her husband was being detained in 
JOHNSON'S apartment, directed the police thither* A gun battle ensued in 
which two policemen and one Moor were killed. Sixty-three Moors were 
arrested, and JOHNSC97 was ooasiitted to the State Hospital for the Criminally 
Insane, where he subsequently died* SIEVE GIBBONS also was apprehended after 
had forced his way into Attorney PAYNE '£ home in search of Drew Hi's 
' apers. 

\ 

J)TBB0NS, too, was sent to the insane asylum, but was released several years 
^ater. In 1941 he was beading a Chicago teiq>le on East 40th Street and still 
asserting hie claim to the title of Grand Sheik of all Moorish American 
Science Ten^les. GIBBONS was one of six contestants, each one a temple 
leader and each one desisting his own as Tenple Ho. 1. 

Services in each tenQ>Ie observe with minor deviations, the pattern estab- 
lished by Drew All. First, a minor sheik, a sheikess txr the chairman 
reads and explains Drew ill's version of the Koran . Then follows a more 
elaborate discourse by the Graixi Sheik (in some temples oallsd the Governor),

and ascended unto his father God Allah, for that cause Friday is the Holy 
Day for all Moslems all over or Id." 


Since Drew All considered MAR ^ ARVET his forerunner (in a relatl^ishlp 
analagous to that of John the Baptist and Jesus) and paid tribute to him in 
hie Koran and in bis sermons, Moorish Americans frequently laud and quote 


January 8, the Prophet's birthday, is a special occasion in all tes^les. 
Full Moorish regalia is worn by those members who can afford It, and there 
is likely to be feasting and distribution of gifts as in Christmas 
celebrations in Christian churches. A number of unconverted guests are 
invited} the customary speeches take on a more evangelistic tone* Expo- 
sitions of the teachings and principles of the Prophet are offered in a 
simplified form for the benefit of those still under the influence of 
"The Folly" (Christianity).
